written by the deaf, reflected great 

credit upon our methods of instruc- 
tion. There were exercises in articu- 
lation, a little pantomime, an examina- 
tion in English History, and some 
pointed questions OB the current po- 
litical issuses of the day. One young 
man was asked to write out something 

on the Mills Bill, which was credita- 
bly done. Two other pupils were as- 
signed respectively the Suckvillc- West 

incident, and Blaine, assubjeotsofoom- 
posii ion. 

Nearly tWO hours were consumed in 

the exhibition, but the audiem 

mained interested to the close.

Ii was nearly fire 

o'clock before xvc wore able ' I, 
away from the hall, hut the subject 

of teaching the deaf and the interest
